Imaginative Details 
Spark Walt Disney's 
"Pinocchio ~ 


Is the imagination of Walt 
Disney and his staff inexhausti- 
ble? This is the question one 
may well ask after viewing any 
Walt Disney cartoon creation 
and probably none has contained 
so many ingenious and amusing 
details as has “Pinocchio,” in col- 
or by Technicolor. 


The unexpected and the impos- 
sible have become such a Walt 
Disney trade mark that his mil- 
lions of devotees too readily ac- 
cept Disney unrealty for life’s 
reality. For instance, take “Pi- 
nocchio.” It is entirely in the 
realm of fancy that a puppet, 
carved from wood and operable 
only with human hands manipu- 
lating strings, should first be- 
come a boy that can not only 
move without strings, but can 
also talk, and in the second 
place, can become a real live boy 
who can distinguish between 
right and wrong. Disney magic 
makes this metamorphosis seem 
entirely possible. 


This magic extends also to 
such mechanical devices as 
clocks, music boxes and toys. Be- 
fore reaching the drawing boards 
of the animating artists, who 
produced more than 450,000 
drawings, these articles had to 
be produced as props. 

Among the clocks made in the 
extensive Disney studio are two 
which enact a drama every hour. 
One presents a drunk falling 
through the swinging doors of a 
saloon, the other shows a mother 
spanking her jam-stealing son. 
The music boxes are mounted 
with figures, one comprising a 
four-piece Tyrolean orchestra, 
another with Swiss bell-ringers. 
Pipes carved with weird faces 
and a miniature stage coach are 
among the thousand details 
which enhance the exquisite at- 
mosphere of the production.

Jiminy Cricket One 
Of Best Beloved 


Which, to you, are the most 
unforgettable animal characters 
among the many created in Walt 
Disney’s animated cartoon fea- 
tures? You will remember 
Thumper in “Bambi” and the 
baby elephant, “Dumbo,” but 
right there at the top of the list 
are bound to be two adorable 
creatures from “Pinocchio,” pro- 
duced in color by Technicolor. 

Ample footage has been given 
to the antics of a mischievous 
kitten, Figaro, and a coquettish 
goldfish, Cleo. They are the be- 
loved pets of Geppetto, the kind- 
ly old woodearver. The two are 
staunch friends of the lovable Pi- 
nocchio, and when he is lured to 
Pleasure Island, where naughty 
little boys are turned into don- 
keys, Geppetto and the two pets 
start out searching for him, only 
to land inside a ravenous whale, 
Monstro. 


The picture ends happily, with 
Geppetto, Pinocchio, and the two 
pets united in the Buena Vista 
release.

Five Villians Lure Puppet 


Into Strange Adventures 


In Walt Disney Classic 


A strange assortment of five villains add excitement to the fun of 
Walt Disney’s full-length all-cartoon production, “Pinocchio,” in color 
by Technicolor. The evil quintet includes a whale, a fox, a cat, a 
coachman and a puppet master, and all of them concentrate on making 
things difficult for the little wooden puppet that has suddenly been 


bestowed with life. 

The first of the five to appear 
in “Pinocchio” are the fox, J. 
Worthington “Honest John” 
Foulfellow, and his bird-brained 
accomplice, “Giddy,” a cat. This 
pair of small-time villains way- 
lay Pinocchio on the way to 
school and sell him to Stromboli, 
an unscrupulous traveling show- 
man. 

From this dilemma Pinocchio 
is rescued by the same fairy who 
gave him life and who appointed 
Jiminy Cricket to be the lad’s 
conscience. This is a large order 
for Jiminy, for Pinocchio once 
more gets into trouble, this time 
being sold to a coachman who 
collects wayward little boys, 
takes them to outwardly wonder- 
ful Pleasure Island, and then 
turns them into donkeys. 


Guarding the straits to Pleas- 
ure Island is Monstro, a tremen- 
dous whale whose cast iron di- 
gestion permits him to bolt 
everything, from ships to schools 
of tuna, without the flicker of a 
fin. Within his belly Geppetto, 
the old Woodcarver, and his pets, 
Figaro the Kitten and Cleo the 
Goldfish, are near starvation 
when Pinocchio is washed into 
the whale’s belly with some fish. 

Although the villains outnum- 
ber kindly Geppetto, the little 
Pinocchio and the extremely 
minute Jiminy Cricket, in the 
end these three emerge thrilling- 
ly triumphant. 

This Walt Disney feature is an 
adaptation in Technicolor of a 


story written in the latter part of 
the last century by C. Collodi, the 
pen name of Carlo Lorenzini. As 
“Pinocchio,” it has become a 
classic of childhood literature. 
And as a Walt Disney feature it 
has become a classic of cartoon 
animation — released by Buena 
Vista.

Background of Toymaker's Shop Gives Free 
Rein to Walt Disney's Imagination 


It was inevitable that Walt Disney should translate into the magic 
of animated cartoonery the highly imaginative story of “The Wonderful 
Adventures of Pinocchio,” written by Carlo Lorenzini under the pen 


name of C. Collodi. 

“Pinocchio,” with color by 
Technicolor, follows the pattern 
of light opera. The music by 
Leigh Harline and the lyrics by 
Ned. Washington of six songs 
further the plot rather than fur- 
nish merely a musical interlude. 
The music also collaborates on 
some novelty effects, such as the 
symphony of the clocks and the 
music boxes. 


The characters required to tell 
Pinocchio’s story range from 
reality to fancy. Among the crea- 
ture figures, Jiminy Cricket 
plays the lead, because of his gay 
personality, his efforts to be Pi- 
nocchio’s conscience, and his red 
umbrella. Jiminy has the largest 
speaking role, and the villains 
(the Fox and the Cat) are also 
endowed with speech, but the 
two pets of Geppetto, Figaro the 
Kitten and Cleo the Goldfish, find 
silence with gestures more tell- 
ing than words. Nor does Mon- 
stro the whale need words to help 
him create terror. Another im- 
portant character is the Blue 
Fairy. 

The adventures of Pinocchio 
are animated against  back- 
grounds of a toymaker’s fasci- 
nating workshop, a waterfront 
inn where thieves and rogues 
hangout, and an island where the 
mountains are made of ice cream 
cones and the rivers of lemonade, 
and where pie, popcorn and other 
delectables grow on trees. 

The songs in the Buena Vista 
release of “Pinocchio” are 
“When You Wish Upon a Star,” 
sung by Jiminy Cricket; “Little 
Woodenhead,” sung by the wood- 
carver, Geppetto, “Got No 
Strings,” sung by Pinocchio; 


“Give a Little Whistle,” another 
song for Jiminy; ‘‘Hi-diddle-dee- 
dee, an Actor’s Life For Me,” 
sung by “Honest John,” the Fox, 
and “Turn on the Old Music 
Box.” 


Walt Disney Alters 
Character of Puppet 


In bringing his version of the 
childhood classic, “The Wonder- 
ful Adventure of Pinocchio,” to 
the screen as a deluxe animated 
eartoon feature in Technicolor, 
Walt Disney has happily com- 
bined the most outstanding char- 
acteristics of the original book 
with the unique appeal which the 
world audience has come to look 
for in every Disney character. 


In the original story of Pino- 
echio, the title character was a 
brutish little rascal who not only 
tormented the kind old Wood- 
carver who created him, but 
killed a wise-talking cricket that 
had lived in the house for over 
a hundred years. He was selfish 
and had practically no likeable 
qualities. He was bad for the 
sheer fun of being bad. 


Walt Disney’s little puppet 
character, as dramatized in the 
Buena Vista release, has been 
endowed with all the typical Dis- 
ney appeal without losing any 
mischievous qualities. Walt’s 
“Pinocchio” cuts up didoes from 
an innocence as to what is right 
and wrong and this very human 
quality makes the little wooden- 
head thoroughly endearing and 
offers very acceptable entertain- 
ment for the whole family.

real boy. That night the Blue Fairy 
gives life to the puppet but, since he 
will not know right from wrong, she 
appoints Jiminy the lad’s conscience. 

Geppetto sends Pinocchio off to 
school, but J. Worthington Foul- 
fellow the Fox and Giddy the Cat 
spirit him away and sell him to 
Stromboli, an unscrupulous show- 
man. The Blue Fairy and Jiminy 
rescue him from this dilemma, but 
once again he gets into trouble. This 
time the Fox sells him to the villain- 
ous Coachman who takes wayward 
boys to Pleasure Island, from which 
they never come back—as boys! 

Jiminy picks up the trail and 
finds Pinocchio and Lampwick, a 
tough boy, gorging themselves on 
goodies while they are slowly being 
turned into donkeys. Pinocchio, in- 
deed, has long ears and a tail before 
he and Jiminy manage to escape and 
swim to the mainland. 

Geppetto, they learn, has gone in 
search of his live puppet and has 
been swallowed by Monstro the 
Whale. Jiminy and Pinocchio dive 
to the bottom of the sea and are also 
swallowed by Monstro. After a joy- 
ous reunion with Geppetto and his 
pets, Figaro the Kitten and Cleo the 
Goldfish, Pinocchio builds a fire in 
the Whale’s belly. This causes Mon- 
stro to sneeze and they are all 
blown free. 

After a terrifying chase during 


which Monstro smashes their raft, 
Pinocchio saves Geppetto at the risk 


of his own life, thereby proving 
himself brave and unselfish and 
worthy of becoming a real, live boy. 


WHO SAYS CATS DON’T TALK?

Music Box Feature 


As one of its thousands of de- 
tails, a little four-piece orchestra 
is one of the music box scenes 
in Walt Disney’s “Pinocchio,” re- 
leased in color by Technicolor by 
Buena Vista. 

As the old toy maker, Gep- 
petto, winds up the music box, 
the little frock-coated, bewhisk- 
ered conductor raps his baton on 
his music rack and then begins 
to conduct his men. One is a 
plump, bald-headed accordionist, 
one is a whistler whose Tyrolean 
hat pops up every time he utters 
a note, and another is a violinist 
who draws his tiny bow across 
the string's. 

The feature-length “Pinocchio” 
is replete with scores of fantastic 
little instruments, clocks and 
toys which enliven the plot at 
times with their gay antics. 


If your cat owner friends tell 
you how many emotions their 
pussy pet can express, and all 
the amazing thing's they under- 
stand, don’t think they are head- 
ed for the psychiatrist’s couch. 
Just wait until you have a feline 
pet, or, quicker yet, go to see 
“Pinocchio” and make the ac- 
quaintance of the beguiling and 
expressive Figaro. 

The Disney artists — because 
“Pinocchio” is a Walt Disney ani- 
mated cartoon feature in color by 
Technicolor—have found that the 
physiognomy of a cat lends it- 
self unusually well to animation. 
When the animation of a cat 
comes under the pen of an artist 
who happens to be a cat fancier, 
the result is the cunning puss in 
“Pinocchio.” 

Released by Buena Vista the 
film is a dramatization via the 
universal language of cartoon 
drawing of the famous childhood 
classic, “Pinocchio,” written orig- 
inally in Italian by C. Collidi and 
since translated into nearly two 
hundred languages and dialects.

Walt Disney Animates 
World-Famed Classic 


Librarians’ statistics show that 
practically every child, by the 
time he has finished the sixth 
grade, has become friends with 
Pinocchio, the little hero of the 
wonderful adventures of “Pino- 
cechio,” which Walt Disney has 
translated into an animated car- 
toon feature with color by Tech- 
nicolor. 


This folk tale is known and be- 
loved in practically every coun- 
try in the world, translations 
having been made into about two 
hundred languages and dialects. 
Written in the late nineteenth 
century by Carlo Lorenzini, un- 
der the nom-de-plume of Collodi, 
from the little village where he 
had spent his happy boyhood, it 
is by far Collodi’s most popuiar 
work, although he wrote a num- 
ber of children’s stories. 


Two years were spent in the 
creation of the Walt Disney ver- 
sion, and 450,000 drawings and 
paintings were used in the pro- 
duction. These do not include the 
thousands of preliminary draw- 
ings, story sketches, atmosphere 
sketches, layouts, character mod- 
els and stage settings.

Whale Challenge 
To Walt Disney 


Animators 


Walt Disney’s production, 
“Pinocchio,” boasts the largest 
villain ever imagined. This is 
Montro the Whale, who is so 
enormous that his interior can 
accomodate a boat and passeng- 
ers without any digestive dis- 
tress. 

To produce such a character 
within the limitations of a draw- 
ing board was the problem of 
the artists at the Walt Disney 
studio when it came to animat- 
ing the cartoon feature based on 
the childhood classic by Carlo 
Lorenzini and produced with col- 
or by Technicolor. 

Whenever possible, the artists 
placed something in the scene 
with Monstro that would indicate 
comparative size. Of course, in 
most cases only part of Monstro 
would appear. For instance, in 
one scene Jiminy Cricket, the 
smallest character in the picture, 
is shown standing on the whale’s 
lower eyelid. 

The illusion of Monstro’s tre- 
mendous weight was given by a 
slow animation of all movements. 
The enormity of his mouth was 
indicated by drawing his teeth, 
which were nearest the camera, 
very large, and whatever he was 
swallowing very small. In addi- 
tion, there was no streamlining 
given to his huge, dark bulk. 

Monstro and all the other de- 
lightful characters required to 
set forth the adventures of the 
lovable Pinocchio are in color by 
Technicolor in the Walt Disney 
feature, released by Buena Vista. 


WISH UPON A STAR 


The popular superstitions con- 
cerned with wishing are due for 
a revival with the curent appear- 
ance of Walt Disney’s Techni- 
color production of “Pinocchio.” 
That wishing on stars, loads of 
hay, white horses, wishbones and 
horseshoes will increase a hun- 
dredfold seems probable, for it is 
a sincere wish granted by the 
Blue Fairy that leads Pinocchio 
and his friends through many 
hectic but wonderful adventures 
in the Buena Vista release of the 
celebrated childhood clasic.

The Right Way 
To Pronounce 
Pin-oh-kee-o 


Although the story of ‘Pino- 
cchio” is one of the most popular 
books in the world, few people 
pronounce the name of the little 
hero correctly. 


The correct pronunciation, as 
it will be heard in the Walt Dis- 
ney animated cartoon feature, is 
PIN-OH-KEE-O, with the accent 
on the second syllable, and not 
“Pinoccheeo,” as most people be- 
lieve. The rule of pronunciation 
governing this reads that a “ec” 
followed by an “h” and a vowel 
is always a hard “ec.” 


The book was originally writ- 
ten by Carlo Lorenzini under the 
pen name of C. Collodi, and it 
was first published in Rome in 
1880 in the magazine, “Giornale 
de Bambini.” It was printed in 
book form in 1883 and first pub- 
lished in English at the turn of 
the century, since which time it 
has gone into innumerable print- 
ings.

Jimmy Cricket Opens 
With Wishing Song 


Walt Disney uses the narra- 
tion method of enhancing the 
charms of “Pinocchio,” his lav- 
ish full-length animated cartoon 
Technicolor production of the 
famous childhood classic. 


To narrate the story he has 
chosen the smallest creature in 
the cast—the cricket, Jiminy. 
The picture opens with a voice 
singing “When You Wish Upon 
a Star.” As the camera trucks in 
closer, the audience sees a dap- 
per little cricket sitting on top 
of some books, singing. As the 
song stops, the cricket starts 
talking to the audience. 


“T’ll bet a lot of you folks 
don’t believe that about a wish 
coming true, do you?” he says.
